There will be tweive new bills, 
and each department and bureau 
will have all of its appropriations 
in a single bill, while heretofore 
the appropriations have been scat- 
tered through several measures. 
The sundry civil bill, and the legis- 
lative, executive and judicia) bill, 
which have been a confused collec- 
tion of authorizations, will be abol- 
ished’? There will be a subcommit- 
tee of the appropriations committee 
for each bill. e

MERCHANT MARINE 
DISCUSSED FRIDAY 
AT CABINET MEET 


Washington, October 7. — The 
troubled fortune of the American 
merchant marine was the subject 
of a long consultation today be- 
tween President Harding and his 
cabinet.

Not Keep Them 


Editor Constitution: Tour edi- 
torials apropos of higher institu- 
tions of education in Georgia strike 
deeply into the hearts of thuse who 
know and appreciate the value to 
the state, anu, let me say, to the na- 
tion, of the institutions whose cause 
you so nobly champion. You saiu 
regarding the recent losg to the 
Technological institute of our state, 
“Dnti. we assume a more liberal and 
broadminged attitude towards our 
institutions we must expect to oc- 
cupy a secondary position in educa- 
tional rank and advancement. But 
it has oniy itself, its miserly finan- 
cial policy to blame.” 

Now, I am going to make a quo- 
tation which offers a grievous truth: 
The minister of education of France 
said in 1897: “The United States has 
created considerable popular in- 
struction without sufficient serious 
higher instruction, and will 
long have to expiate this 
tact dy its intellectual medi- 
ocrity, its vuigarity öf manners, its 
superficial spirit, its .ack of gen-- 
eral intelligence.” 


Our own minister at that time, 
Lowell, has stated this fact even 
more tersely: “Americans are the 


most common-schooled and the least 
cuitivated people in the world.” The 
late Ambassador Bayard has never 
said exactly this, but what he did 
say was apropos as to very deplora- 
ble facts and he was continually 
making apologies for the bad breaks 
of egregious patriots. 

In the fine and worthy tribute you 
pay Dr. Matheson editorial.y I fully 
concur. For his decision in leaving 


Georgia who is to blame? Certain- 
ly not he ihe whole continent 
Knows of his high status as “an or- 
4 22 director along con- 
cational lines,“ and he 
offered more than twice the 
mount at which it appears Georgia 
alues his twenty years’ services to 
of past, present and future. 


Whenever I think of the number of 
our best men who are compelled to 


leave Georgia I am reminded of 
John Henry Newman's wail before 
leaving the Church of England—a 
most pitiful thing, 
give you an extract: 


O my mother, whence is this unto 
thee, that thou hast good things 


poured upon tnee and canst not keep 
them, and bearest children, yet 
darest not own them? 


“Why has not thou the skill to 
use their services, nor the heart to 
rejoice in their love. How is it 


that whatever is generous in pur- 
pose, and tender or deep in devotion, 
thy f.ower and thy promise, falls 
from thy bosom, and finds no home 
within thine arms? Who hath put 
this note upon thee, to have ‘a mis- 
carrying womb, and dry breasts,’ to 
be strange to thine own flesh and 
thine eye cruel towards thy little 
ones? Thine oWn offspring, . the 
fruit of thy womb, who love thee 
and would toil for thee, thou dost 
gaze upon with fear, as though a 
portent, or thou dost loathe as an 
offense—at best thou dost but en- 
dure as if they. had no claim but 
on tny patience, seli-possession and 
Vigilance, to be rid of them as eas- 
lly as thou mayest. Thou makest 
them ‘stand all the day idle’ as the 
very condition of thy bearing with 
aoe or then biddest them begone 
a ere they will be more welcome; or 

ou sellest them to the stranger 
that passeth by or offereth to take 
them. And what wilt thou do in 
the end thereof?” 

I don’t know anything finer than 
that or more appropriate. Consid- 


ering the uncertainty of future } 
islation in Georgia, Dr. Matheson’s

Two conferences, one on garden- 
ing in schools and the other on the 
employment work conducted in the 
aepartment, were held Frid morn- 
ing at city hail. The gardening con- 
ference was — * by Cator Wool- 
ford, H. G. Hastings, W. B. Deck- 
ner, Superintendent Sutton, Miss 
May Hardin, director of gardening 
in the pub.ic schools, and about 
twenty others, principally directors, 
principals and teachers leading in 
the work. 

Mr. Woolford is the father of 
gardeniss in Atlanta schools; hav- 

ng financed its first two years 
until it was established by the board 
of education as a branch of the cur- 
ricu.um., 

Following discussion and an ane 
terchange of ideas at the meeting 
a motion was adopted recommend- 
ing to the board of education em- 
ployment of at least ten teachers to 
direct garden work during the sum- 
mer vacation season, and pay them 
an extra salary. 

Handicap te Success. 

Miss Hardin had stated that one 
of the handicaps to success has been 
the lack of "follow gardening,” that 
is, children, without guidance and 
stimu.us furnished by the teachers, 
lagged or quit altogether in the sum- 
mer. They failed to plant fall crops, 
and gardens grew up in grass and 
weeds. 

W. B. Deckner, expert gardener, 
who has co-Operated with school of- 
ficial in teaching agriculture, 
state that a great many of the 
teachers need more training in the 
subject. He also recommended that 
a textbook specially adapted to lo- 
cal needs be adopted in the system. 
Superintendent. Sutton said his sug- 
gestion would be given attention. -

Washington, October 7.—Practi- 
cal completion of a majority report 
on permanent measures for the bet- 
terment of business throughout the 


country was effected today by the 


manufacturers’ committee of the 
national conferences on unemploy- 
ment. Whether a minority report 
will be submitted to the full con- 
ference when it reassembles Tues- 
day was not disclosed. 

On the 8 of business read- 
justment the major.ty of the com- 
mittee was understood to hold the 
view that readjustment of wages 
and prices downward was a neces- 
Sary precedent to a commercial re- 
adjustment from Which a revival 
of the nation’s industry could 
spring. In connection with the re- 
adjustment process- the report was 
understood to favor lower freight 
rates to permit of a greater flow 
of commerce. 

Passage of the railway funding 
bil) for the financial relief of the 
carriers, now pending in congress, 
was understood to be regarded by 
the report as an tmportant step in 
economic betterment while the dis- 
continuance of functions of the rail- 
road labor board which come in 
conflict with the activities of the 
interstate commerce commission 
was regarded favorably. 

Legislation changing the Adama’ 
eight-hour law, was understood to 
be suggested; as a means of more 
readily accomplishing industrial re- 
adjustment. n the subjeet of tax- 
ation the report was understood to 
favor a program lightening unnec- 


jessary burdens while at the same 
time providing ample revenues for 


the federal government,
